Information on the scope of 
these new statistics and the definitions of the items are contained in a supplement which is 
available on request, ond are also included in the bulletin "Finance Companies", July, 1964 
to October, 1965, which contains more detailed statistics. Details given for the item 
"Tnstalment Credit for Retail Sales" relate to a field of businesses which is different sa 
that covered by the existing Installment Credit for Retail Sales statistics provided by rotail 
businesses and non-rotail finance businesses (corporate and unine orporated). 


Definitions of Items of Data

charges, interest and insurance differs between typcs of finance agreements 4s well as between 
Finance Companics. As a result, separate details of balances outstanding are shown for those 
contracts where such charges are included and for those contracts where they arc oxcluded. 


Collectionsand Other Liquidations of Balances cover cash collections of capital repayments, 
hiring oe interest and insurance and also other liquidetions ater as bad debts written 
off, rebates for carly payouts and proceeds of repossessions.
